We  have  learned  that  as  we 
reach  new  people  ior  our  church 
services  we  also  reach  their 
purses.  The  amount  given  by  them 
may  not  always  be  a  tithe,  but 
as  the  people  come  to  church 
they  will  give  some  of  their  mon¬ 
ey  to  the  work  of  the  church. 

We  have  found  that  much  of  the 
money  given  for  the  payment  of 
new  church  buildings  is  given  by 
the  additional  people  reached  as 
a  result  of  having  more  housing 
space  to  care  for  them. 

Therefore,  as  Southern  Baptists 
go  into  the  challenging  program 
to  reach  a  million  more  people

At  the  same  time  we  know  of 
many  needs;  vc  know  of  many 
rauses  to  which  Baptists  —  South¬ 
ern  Baptists  and  Mississippi  Bap¬ 
tists— have  put  their  hands.  We 
recognize  that  some  of  these  rould 
be  overlooked  or  treated  shabbily 
not  by  design  but  because  of 
negligence.  The  Cooperative 
Program  includes  every  cause 
which  Baptists  have  adopted  and 
sponsor.  When  me  gives  through 
the  Cooperative  Program  he  gives 
to  all  on  a  pro-ratio  basis.  In¬ 
dividuals  who  have  had  the  op¬ 
portunity  to  study  the  many  needs 
and  to  see  the  whole  picture  of 
state  and  world  needs  made  rec¬ 
ommendations  regarding  the  di¬ 
vision  of  funds.  These  recommen¬ 
dations  are  discussed  fully  by  state 
boards  (and  in  the  case  of  Mis¬ 
sissippi  there  ia  a  Convention 
Board  Member  in  every  associa¬ 
tion)  and  the  executive  commit¬ 
tee  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Con¬ 
vention.  By  using  this  method  all 
rauses  will  be  .  to  per  I  y  and  pro¬ 
portionately  supported.

the  drinkers  and  money  for  Ike 
sellers. 

And  the  hypocrisy  of  this  regu¬ 
lation  is  the  instruction  which 
reads  “Commanders  will  enconr- 
'age  abstinence,  enforce  moder¬ 
ation,  and  punish  over-indul¬ 
gence." 

The  new  regulation  simply 
means  that  it  will  be  easier  to  buy 
liquor.  It  means  that  more  of  our 
soldiers  will  buy  it  and  more  will 
gel  drunk  and  more  will  become 
drunkards.  Instead  of  trying  to 
build  up  our  defense  against  any 
enemy,  we  are  damaging  Hie  qual¬ 
ity  of  the  defenses  that  we  have.

You  Can’t  Argue 
Against  Success 

This  issue  of  the  Baptist  Rec¬ 
ord  is  largely  given  to  emphasising 
the  Co-operative  Prografu  of  Mis¬ 
sissippi  and  Southern  Baptists. 

If  the  contents  and  make-up  are 
better  than  usual,  most  of  the 
credit  is  due  Rev.  Joe  Abrams.  Di¬ 
rector  of  Promotion,  who  is  large¬ 
ly  res|>onsible  for  the  contents. 

We  can  add  little  if  anything  to 
the  many  good  things  which  this 
issue  contains  concerning  the  Co¬ 
operative  program.^  But  we  do  not 
want  lo  miss  this  opportunity  to 
again  register  our  approval  of  and 
belief  in  the  Cooperative  Program. 

The  Cooperative  Program  is  the 
best  plan  that  we  now  know  for 
obeying  our  Lord’s  Command: 
“Go  ye  therefore  and  teach  all  na¬ 
tions,  baptizing  them  in  the  name 
of  the  Father  and  of  the  Son  and 
of  the  Holy  Spirit,  teaching  them 
to  observe  all  things  whatsoever 
I  have  commanded  you.” 

The  Cooperative  Program  is  not 
a  new  gospel  but  a  better  way  of 
telling  the  old,  old  story  just  as 
autos  are  a  new  way  of  traveling 
as  compared  with  horse-and-buggy 
days.  Both  methods  gel  you  there 
but  an  auto  does  it  quicker.  You 
can  go  farther  and  to  more  places 
in  an  auto  than  in  a  buggy.  Like¬ 
wise,  tlie  Cooperative  Program  en¬ 
ables  you  to  win,  teach,  enlist  and 
cure  more  people  than  with  the 
old  plans.  They  have  the  same 
salvation  that  people  of  other  days 
had  but  more  of  them  have  it  and 
more  have  the  opportunity  of  it. 

The  Cooperative  Program  en¬ 
ables  me  to  join  thousands  of 
other  Baptists  in  supporting  all 
causes.  My  own  gifts  would  sup¬ 
port  no  missionary,  conduct  no 
schools,  build  no  church,  nor  es¬ 
tablish  an  orphanage.  But  my 
gift  combined  with  the  gifts  of 
thousands  of  others  preach  the  gos¬ 
pel  around  the  world,  provide 
Christian  education  throughout  the 
land,  support  orphanages,  hos¬ 
pitals  and  seminaries. 

I  also  like  the  Cooperative  Pro¬ 
gram  because  it  works.  It  is  diffi¬ 
cult  to  argue  against  success. 
Compare  your  own  church  now 
and  in  the  days  of  the  special  col¬ 
lection  plan.  Which  is  better, 
those  days  of  meager,  lopsided, 
irregular  giving  or  today  with  aU 
causes  being  supported  fairly  and 
regularly  7  0 

To  those  who  criticize  or  op¬ 
pose  the  Cooperative  Program,  we 
would  ask: 

I.  How  many  missionaries — 
Home,  Foreign  and  State — does 
your  plan  support?  2.  How  many 
educational  institutions  do  you 
have?  S.  How  many  and  where 
are  your  hospitals?  4.  How  many 
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ans  hospitals  in 
years.  The  new  order  will  double 

this  number.” 

We  commend  Governor  White 
who  says,  “Military  officials  have 
no  right  to  order  whiskey  sold  in 
dry  states  and  should  not  propose 
such” 

The  new  regulations  permit 
army  camps  in  Mississippi  where 
liquor  wale*  are  illegal  to  sell 
liquor  over  the  counter.  It  simply 
means  that  Baptists,  as  well  as  all 
other  taxpayers,  are  now  in  the 
liquor  business. 

And  yet  we  say  “God  bless 
America." 
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Baptists  Now  In 
The  Liquor  Business 

Ever  since  a  law  passed  in  1901, 
the  sale  of  liquor  has  been  for¬ 
bidden  on  military  (losls.  This 
law  is  still  $>n  the  books,  but  the 
Secretary  of  the  Army  Iras  set  it 
aside  to  permit  on-the-spot  sale  of 
liquor.  The  secret  order,  signed 
by  Adjutant  General  of  the  Army 
Major  General  William  E.  Ber- 
gin,  and  effective  September  t, 
1953.  states: 

“It  will  be  noted  that  the  pro¬ 
visions  rule  of  the  enclosed  regu¬ 
lations.  represent  a  major  change 
in  the  existing  policies  and  proce¬ 
dures  applying  to  alcoholic  bever¬ 
ages.  It  is  believed  that  the  privi¬ 
leges  extended  under  these  new 
regulations  will  if  used  with  mod¬ 
eration  and  restraint,  serve  to  en¬ 
hance  the  morale  of  all  concerned. 

“It  is  important  to  note  that  tha 
sale  of  alcoholic  beverages  as  au¬ 
thorized  in  the  enclosed  regula¬ 
tions,  is  a  proper  open  mess  so- 
tivity. 

“Bars  or  lounges  must  be  con¬ 
structed  and  located  so  that  there 
is  no  suggestion  of  a  saloon  or 
gaudy  night  club.  Furthermoe,  tha 
location  of  the  bar  or  lounge,  must 
be,  insofar  as  possible,  located  so 
that  persons  not  desiring  to  par¬ 
take  of  alcoholic  beverages  are  not 
forced  to  use  or  pass  through  the 
room  where  the  bar  is  located.”

There  were  tragedies  in  that  old.  old  trunk:  Twenty-five  years 
of  loot  testimony  for  Christ;  twenty-five  years  of  having  no  church 
home;  twenty-five  years  in  which  the  family  could  grow  up  without 
Christ;  twenty-five  years  in  the  house  with  the  loot  husband  of  the 
woman  named  In  the  letter;  twenty-five  years  the  church  nearby 
had  need  of  this  “trunk  Baptist”;  twenty-five  years  a  letter  not 
even  brought  into  statehood. 

It  was  dated  "April  «.  1(03,  Celestine,  I.  T."  !.  T.,  Indian  Ter¬ 
ritory,  which  became  the  state  of  Oklahoma  in  1(07;  twenty-five 
years  of  change,  territory  becoming  a  state,  the  letter's  identifying 
locale  ceasing  to  exist. 

In  1(28.  the  morning  service  on  the  closing  Sunday  of  the  second 
revival  through  which  the  writer  tried  to  re-enllst  this  "trunk  Bap¬ 
tist.”  glory  came  down.  The  elderly  couple  stood  there.  Hie  preacher 
appealed,  holding  the  2S-year-old  letter  in  his  pocket.  She  moved 
right  out  to  her  right  and  down  the  aisle.  Her  lost  husband  moved 
left  and  down  another  aisle,  giving  himself  to  Christ  when  his  wife 
did  what  she  should  have  done  hack  in  Indian  Territory,  twenty- 
five  years  so.  , 

This  old  letter,  after  twenty-five  years-  more,  seems  to  he  warn¬ 
ing:  "Hide  not  your  witness”  "under  a  bed,  under  a  bushel"— or  in 
a  trunk.  „ 

"Churches  should  not  hand  certificates  of  membership  to  indi¬ 
viduals,  but  send  them  to  churches. 

"Pastor,  evangelist,  people,  do  not  give  up  those  unaffiliated 
Baptists. 

"Go  sfter  them  until  they  come  to.  The  return  to  the  Lord  end 
His  church,  might  bring  lost  members  of  their  households  to  Christ.”

A  curious  thing  is  that,  though 
a  prominent  and  trusted  helper  of 
Paul.  Ttus  is  never  mentioned  in 
the  book  of  Acts.  Paul  once  and 
again  mentions  Titus  at  a  valued 
helper,  and  tells  us  all  we  know 
certainly  about  him  Among  these  \ 
is  Paul's  statement  in  Galatians  j 
2  1,  that  Titus  was  a  Greek,  and  * 
that  be  was  one  of  those  whom 
Paul  took  along  with  him  to  Jeru¬ 
salem  on  the  occasion  of  the  great 
counsel 

Titus  was  probably  an  Antlochi- 
an  by  birth,  a  member,  therefore 
of  the  first  great  m  I  a  ■  1  o  a  a  -  j 
ry  church  In  II  Cor.  S:2S.  Paul 
calls  Titus,  "my  partner  and  my 
fellow-worker”.  Here  In  the  begin¬ 
ning  of  the  epistle  to  Titus  Paul 
signs  himself.  Titus  1:1-4,  "Paul 
a  servant  of  God,  and  an  apostle 
of  Jestis  Christ.  .  .  To  Titus,  my 
true  child  after  a  common  faith”. 
This.  "My  true  child  after  a  com¬ 
mon  faith”,  says  that  Titus  was 
a  convert  under  Pant's  preaching 
While  Paul  was  engaged  in  hit 
long  period  of  service  in  Bphoout, 
spreading  from  Bphoout  as  a 
centre,  the  word  of  life  through

A  bard  task  assigned  by  a  su¬ 
perior  to  oat  inferior  in  station  is 
certainly  a  compliment  to  the  lat¬ 
ter.  Paul  shows  his  lofty  estimate 
of  the  ability  and  dependability  of 
Titus  by  the  magnitude  and  diffi¬ 
culty  of  the  tasks  committed  to  his 
hands  There  was  the  church  at 
Corinth,  divided  into  warring  (ac¬ 
tions  and  countenancing  the  worst 
forms  of  Immorality  among  Its 
members  Titus  was  delegated  to 
bring  order  out  of  the  Corinthian 
chaos,  and  the  second  letter  of  Paul 
to  Corinth  bears  testimony  to  Ti¬ 
tus'  success  in  dealing  with  the 
knotty  problems  involved  In  the 
situation  there.  * 

This  epistle  addressed  directly  to 
Titus  is  the  crowning  proof  of 
Paul's  high  estimate  of  him  to 
whom  it  is  addressed.  Titus  is  In 
Crete,  an  island  in  the  renter  of 
the  Mediterranean.  Ih  a  favorable 
position  with  reference  to  the 
spread  of  the  gospel,  as  also  to 
the  spread  of  false  doctrine,  reli- 
gi-nis  or  political,  ns  Hitler  thought 
at  the  period  of  his  war  as  shown 
by  his  efforts  to  subdue  its  peo¬ 
ple  to  his  nefarious  purpose.  Crete 
had  in  earlier  times  attained  to  a 
brilliant  civifixatiou.  but  having  at¬ 
tained  a  lofty  plane  of  civilisation, 
Crete,  like  every  other  land  whose 
people  reached  grunt  heights  in 
the  past,  declined  to  such  a  level 
that  Paul  in  Titus  1:12,  consoles 
Titus  by  quoting  one  of  the  poets 
of  Crete  as  saying,  "The  Cretans
